Disquieting news from Ottawa regarding the condition of 
the premier, Rt.

But there is a reason why R. B. Bennett did all this—using 
up his physical strength beyond the power of the human body 
to endure, pouring out his rare ability, and giving freely of his 
own wealth.

DON’T GO TOO FAR 


The High River Times believes a movement should be under- 
taken to reduce the size of the Alberta Legislature to from 12 
to 15 members. That newspaper also intimates that a single 
legislature for Western Canada would save large costs of 
government. 

With the latter proposition The Mail thinks there is an 
exaggerated idea of the amount that could possibly be saved. 
And one government for a country extending over a thousand 
miles in width is carrying the matter a little too far. 

Insofar as the Alberta Legislature is concerned it would not 
be a hardship on any portion of the province if the member- 
ship was cut to thirty. Below that figure the constituencies 
would be too large and unwieldy. 

A glance over the 1935 budget of the province reveals the 
fact that the bulk of the expenditure lies in interest payments 
on past debts. The total required for that purpose is over 714. 
million dollars. The actual cost of government is trivial in 
comparison with this huge amount required for debt service. 

The British peoples are wedded to democratic forms of 
government. Maybe such forms cost a little more than govern- 
ment by autocrats or hierarchies—and maybe not. The point 
cannot be well established. But government under any other 
system than a free democracy is anathema to the English- 
speaking peoples. 

With a group of a. dozen people governing Alberta the 
tendency would be to work away from democratic principles 
of government which would eventually result in the curtail- 
ment of liberties and the suppression of the instincts of dem- 
ocracy. After all is said and done it must be admitted that a 
government cannot be carried on like a private business.
